DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a coalescing 
filter element including a wall made of a filtration material which defines a hollow space 
within it and an end cap at one end of the element which has a port in it through which 
gas is supplied to the hollow space to flow through the wall of the filtration material, and 
a tube which extends into the hollow space defined by the element wall so that the port 
in the end cap comprises an inner opening defined by the tube and at least one 
peripheral opening located between the tube and the peripheral portion of the end cap 
could not be found within the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
